Sanitation on the Farm. 
v 


- '-• Tlie New York state department of health is endeavoring' to 
••bring about better standards of sanitation on the farms and 


* .the effort should cominand the heariy-co-operation of tlie_resi 


dents of the country districts, not only on the farms but in tlie 
smaller villages, where sanitary condi'tions are in many in- 


. stances no better than on. the' farms. 


. .. "There has been considerable improvement in recent years 


along'-the line of sanitation in the country districts, but there 
is room for much more and the problem presents a large field 
for the activity of the health'officials. -- 


• The disposal of wastes of every kind is the first -step toward 
improving health conditions on the farm, which affords 
enough room for (he convenient disposal of wastes, most of 
which arc of value to the farm when put to proper use. All 
are fa.miliar with the conditions lha't prevailed on the average 
farm in the old days, conditions which in too maiiy cases have 
not been improved. . Tljere was too-nluch in the vicinity of 
the house and well thaf;..thr_eateiied the health of the .family. 
The throwing of dish' water into the back yard was a common 
practice and is loo common today on many- farms. 
In many 


cases the hog pen is too near the house for' health or comfort, 
convenience of feeding the hogs being placed above all other 
considerations. While such things are more common on the 
farms todaythan the)' ought.to be, they are nol so common as 
they once were. The spirit.of. improvement is reaching the 
farms and making itself fe.lt' with highly beneficial results. 


The one thing that is doing more than anything else toward 


improving' sanitary conditions on farms is the infroduclion of 
running water into the houses. This is not practicable in all 
places except at large expense, hut in most of Ihe hill sections 
there are brooks and springs from which water can be con- 
ducted to the house and barn, and farmers are improving this 
opportunity far more than Ihe}''did in the old days when the 
well or the cistern was considered, good enough. These im- 
provements are made more', far the sake of convenience and 
being somewhal up to ante than.with a view lo improving the 
health conditions, which, however, are inevitably bettered. 


The country tlislricls pride themselves on good water and 


good air, but these do ,nol prevail where the well is contam- 
inated and the air is loaded with the fumes of the hog pen and 
the cow stables. .The improvement of sanitary conditions on 
the farms is a good thing, and the farmers and their families 
can well afford lo join hands with'the health authorities in 
pushing it along.
